On  thefe  accounts,  emigrants  were  in 
a  great  meafure  left  to  the  freedom  of  ^

IilAVK  now'  relided  for  fomc 
years  in  this  capital,  during 
which  lime  1  have  ftiidicd  the  religiout, 
nmr.il  and  political  cliaraiitcr  of  its  in¬ 
habitants  w'ith  fonie  degree  of  .attention. 

It  is  here  as  in  every  large  city  ;  .a  great 
pnit  of  the  people  h.ave  no  other  fenfe  of 
itligion  than  u  h.at  conlifts  in  mechani¬ 
cal  form?.  'I'hey  will  go  to  church  on 
a  Sunday,  liften  to  the  fermon,  applaud 
or  condemi)  the  matter  and  mannei'  of 
the  prt  .icher,  and  in  going  thus  far,  they 
think  they  h.ive  compleatcii  their  duty  | 
but,  in  the  vti7  altcrm'on  of  that  day, 
they  will  launch  out  into  every  fpccioi 
of  dthauehery,  intemperance  and  fen- 
fiiolity.  Jn  Ihort,  they  have  no  ideg  of 
the  fpirit  of  religion  ;  nor  do  they  think* 
or  wifti  it  ihould  have  .any  cfic^  upas 
Ukcir  life  and  ,  cent Tht£t^, 
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kowfver,  Iniy  be  pronounced,  in  the 

tall)  it'll.  iMc  phrai'c  here,  to  be  “  good 
I'ort  of  people,’*  if  you  compare  them 
>vith  otlRTb  (whom,  if  it  were  not  for 
charital'lc  motives,  I  iliouM  call  the  ma- 
jt'iity),  vvliofe  lives  arc  a  continual 
round  of  diiiipatitui,  riot  and  profanc- 
nt  fs.  No  doiiht  there  arc  many  whofe 
foudiiet  is*  tile  reverfe  of  thefc,  and 
wlu',  nniking  allowance  for  the  frailties 
f>f  hiiin.in  n.itiirc,  believe  and  prattife 
Lvery  Chritli.in  duty.  Of  fuch,  1  hope, 
thr  iimnber  is  compar.itively  peater 
than  what  h.is  come  under  my  infpec- 
tiuii ;  though,  at  the  lame  time,  it  muft 
bo  ou'uod  I  have  met  with  fome  whom 
1  horKve  to  be  infpired  with  genuine 

yioty. 

Religion  has  certainly  fuffered  much 
from  the  many  diviiions  which  have  ta¬ 
ken  pi  ice 'among  its  profcllors  ;  but 
cli.irity  and  candour  fhould  teach  us  not 
to  ei'iulomn  ihofe  who  dilfcnt  from  us 
in  opinion,  cfpecially  if  the  points  in 
which  we  dilVer  are  only  matters  of 
mere  fpcculation,  or  fuch  as  human  rca- 
lon  can  never  reconcile.  The  fcrpturcs 
are  the  great  foiirce  from  which  parti- 
fans  of  every  perfuafmn  pretend  to  de¬ 
rive  their  opinions  ;  but  I  need  not  tell 
y  )u  how  they  are  wreltcd  to  ferve  par- 
iivular  purpofes.  God  forbid,  notwith- 
RarRling,  that  I  Ihould  judge  thofc  of 
a  ly  profellion.  That  belongs  only  to 
him  i:efore  whom  every  man^s  heart  is 


every  man^s  heart  is 
open.  I  believe  there  may  be,  of  all 
didcrent  feds  into  which  Chriftians 
a"c  divided,  fome  who  really  deferve 
till*  name  of  good  men.  I  cannot,  how- 
‘•ver,  help  obferving,  that  our  modem 
i'  ct.irie'?,  the  Methodifts,  have  hurt 


to  honefty.  On  the  contraiy,  the  re¬ 
tainers  to  the  eflabliibed  church,  as  well 
as  ditVenters  of  cvety  denomination,  are 
much  more  to  be  depended  upon  for 
their  uprightnefs  and  fair  dealing.  This^  ' 
nevcrthelcfs,  probably  proceeds  more 
from  felf-intcrcft  than  from  choice,  fi. 
tradefman  is  honcit  and  fair,  hccaufe  he 
knows  that  a  contrary  condti^  would 
fubjed  him  to  the  lofs  of  his  bulinefs.— 
You  may,  peihaps,  think  my  obferva- 
tions  fevtre,  but  they  are,  1  aflbre  you» 
dictated  from  experience  ;  and  although 
the  piiiture  be  frightful,  I  am  certain  it 
is  drawn  by  the  pencil  of  triitli. 

There  is,  notwithftanding,  no  place 
where  a  man  of  a  Heady  rcfolution  may 
live  more  uncontaminated  than  in  Lon¬ 
don.  No-body  will  inquire  into  your 
methmls,  nor  \v\]\  any,  body  ccnfiuc ' 
them  if  they  flioiild  be  known,  unlcfs, 
indeed,  one  arrives  at  the  utm oft  pitch 
of  depravity,  or  his  ftation  of  life  is  (o 
confpicuous  as  tofubjedt  him  to  much 
obfervation.  One  may  live  a  hermit 
among  fociety,  or  mix  with  the  bufy 
and  atti  ve.  As  to  your  cxpcnccs,*  no  one 
will  examine  them.  You  may  dine  upon 
a  cruft  of  bread  and  cheefe,  or  indulge 
yourfelf  with  all  the  delicacies  that 
luxury  has  invented.  Drefs,  to  be  furc, 
is  generally  obferved,  as  it  is  the  moft 
apparent  |  but  many  dine  in  a  cook’s 
Ihop  for  fixpencc,  who  appear  upon  the 
Exchange  and  in  public  with  gold-laced 
cloaths. 

A  very  difagrceable  particular,  in  the 
charadker  of  Uie  Englifti  in  general,  is, 
that  they  are  too  fond  of  difeufting  i^t- 
tical  fahjedts.  Every  illiterate  mechanic 
cen fares  the  meafures  of  adminiftratlon 


C'ltriP.i  inity  more  th.*m  a  thoufand  un- 
t**iiiv«rs.  Cant  ami  enthufiafm  pafles 
with  tluir  IcMdcrs  for  piety  and  infpira^ 
tion — grimace  and  buffoonery  for  gra¬ 
vity  and  liolincfs.  Under  the  notion  of 
reducing  their  clifeourfes  to  the  capacity 
ot  vulgar  he.arers,  they  make  ufe  of  the 
n  oil  iiulolicate  allufions  and  unbccom- 
u  limiliis.  By  a  prepofterous  defirc 
•u  exalting  faith,  they  have  made  their 
fnllown  s  intirely  reg.irdlcfs  of  their  mo¬ 
ral  charadlers,  infomuch  that,  if  their 
heated  imaginations  fuggeft  to  them 
that  their  faith  is  Itrong,  they  think  they 
may  tecurcly  infringe  the  whole  fyftem 
of  morality.  In  fadt,  this  Is  the  charac- 
or  the  greateft  part  of  their  adhe¬ 
rents.  *j’hcy  arc  noted  for  a  total  want 
^  ptincAple,  and  ut  itibhMc  dideigatfil, 


with  as  much  boldnefs  as  if  he  was  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  fcveral  fprings  which 
adtuate  the  whole  machine  of  govern¬ 
ment.  Calumny  and  reproach  arc  fure 
fo  be  beftowed  by  thenv  on  every  pertbn 
who  either  bears  an  acHve  part  in,  or  fo 
much  as  dares  to  avow  his  approval  of, 
any  of  the  meafures  of  the  miniftry. 
Really  one  would  think,  hy'  their  tallt, 
that  the  nation  would  never  thrive  till 
they  are  taken  from  their  benches  and 
work-ihops,  to  preftde  at  the  head  of 
affairs*  Upon  the  whole,  however,  th<y 
have  many  virtues  to  overbfdance  this 
fault.  They  are  generous,  ebaritablo 
aod  humane,  patient  and  ii^tiftriout.

'I'hai  I  volnntiered  it  in  this  difpute, 
is  certainly  ti  ne  ;  ami,  I  believe,  moft  of 
thole  \vhi>  hive  wrote  on  the  fame  hde 
of  the  (piedion  have,  like  me,  tlone  it 
w  ithout  prof|>ev‘t  of  either  fee  or  rewaril. 
W’lu  ihcr  Mr  S.  and  his  alfociates  are  c- 
<jually  ilifinteielled  or  not,  I  fhall  not 
take  upon  me  to  fay  ;  hut  this  1  hojH'  1 
may  be  allowed  to  obl'ci  ve,  that  plaees, 
iifkon*!,  and  benefices,  arc  commonly 
iv  Ibuvetl  on  the  johnlons,  Shclilu’ares, 
and  'I  m  kers  of  the  age,  whole  pens  are 
really  to  Inpport  ami  defend  the  mea- 
lures  o!  tliofe  that  have  fueh  rewards  in 
their  power  to  bellow.  I  took  up  the 
j»en,  breanle  at  that  time,  though  in- 
vciMive<  againit  tlie  Amtiicaus  were  nu¬ 
merous  in  all  the  papers,  fcarce  any  bo¬ 
il)  lia*l  ventnreil  to  defend  them,  anvl 
lew  leemed  toliave  formed  any  juft  iileas 
ot  the  mailer  in  dilpnte:  To  call  the  al- 
lention  01  my  countrymen,  lliereforc,  to 
a  confideration  of  wliat  the  Americans 
had  to  alledge  in  their  own  defence,  was 
my  foie  .nim  for  beginning  this  difpute; 
and  I  chufc  to  decline  the  combat  now, 
not  Ivecaufe  1  think  the  poll  not  teuible, 
or  the  eaufe  indcfenlible,  but  to  make 
rmnn  for  abler  advocates,  fuch  as  Dr 
IVicc,  Urbanus,  and  the  gentleman  who 
ligu!*  himfelf  A  I'riend  to  the  Conftitii- 
tion,  whom  I  now  fee  advancing  to  the 
charge. 

I  had  in  a  former  paper  [Vol.  xxxi. 
P.  66. j  oiTcrteJ,  that  the  Aincricaos  had 


never  refuted,  when  conftitutionany  cil* 
led  upon  by  their  gtivernors  in  their 
provincial  ademblies,  to  exert  themfchei 
tV)r  the  honour  or  interdl  of  tlic  parmt 
ftatc,  and  adduccil  fdme  inftanccf'to 
prove  their  readinefs  to  contribntey 
when  their  own  immediate  interefti 
were  not  concerned.  Thefe  inftancet 
Mr  S.  pafles  over  in  fdcncc,  as  being  fo¬ 
reign  to  his  piirjx)fe,but  adduces  one,  of 
lVnnfylvania*8  refufing,  w'hcn  applied  to 
by  the  commander  in  civief,  to  keep  up 
the  fame  number  of  provincial  troops 
they  had  before  done  during  the  heat  of 
the  war.  But  it  is  to  be  obferved,  that 
this  was  at  a  time  when  the  war  on  the 
continent  of  America  was  at  an  end  by 
the  total  reduction  of  Canada,  and  con- 
iVquently  tire  neceflity  of  keeping  up 
Inch  a  number  of  forces  lefs  apparent  to  i 
tliem,  at  an  cxpencc  which  they  (and  I 
ht  lieve  witli  truth)  nflinntd  that  their 
ciicuinfl.inces,  exhaufted  by  what  they 
hail  railed  during  the  war,  could  not 
w  ell  altord.  And  if  an  allcmbly  are  al¬ 
lowed  tobc  at  all  capable  of  judging  of  the 
ability  of  their  conllituents,  or  the  expe¬ 
diency  of  a  mcafurc  propofed  to  them,'' 
they  may  finely  for  once  be  allowed  to 
refufe  complying  w  ith  what  they  deem-  * 
ed  an  nnncceirary  and  burdenfomc  ex- 
penec,  at  the  requell  of  a  commanding 
officer,  who,  they  might  think,  hadTan 
imereft  in  keeping  up  a  numerous  army 
under  his  command  as  long  as  he  could ;

If  aft'emblies  are  never  to  deliberate,

of  pottage,  and,  tamely  ciouehing, 
bciui  their  hacks  to  be  faddled  and  rode 
upon  by  the  domineering  matters  of  their 
own  creation.

tain,  but  has  alfo  pioved  it  to  be  the 
flrongcll  bulwaik  of  national  liberty. 

Mr  S.  alks  “  a  rcafon  why  the  Bri- 
‘  tilh  parliament  may  not  reprefent  nine 
*  millions  as  well,  when  fix  of  them  l  e- 
fule  in  Riitain  and  three  in  America, 
as  when  the  whole  remained  in  Bri-

ly  anfweied,  by  endeavouring  to  Ifiow, 
that  with  rcfpt^  to  t.ixation,  the  intc- 
rtft  of  the  fix  millions  in  Britain,  and  of 
the  three  in  .\mcrlca,are  totally  diftcrent ; 
and  the  taxers,  being  chofen  by  and 
from  among  the  fix  millions,  will  always 
think  it  their  intereft  to  cafe  the  load  on 
their  electors,  by  throwing  it  upon  the 
three  millions  who  have  no  ve>teia  chu- 


ney  has  obferved,  **  that  the  hazard  of 
‘  being  ruined  by  thofe  who  muR  petilli 
*  vu  ith  us,  is  not  fo  much  to  be  feared 
‘  as  by  thofe  who  may  ftrengthen  and  • 

‘  inrieh  thcmlelvcs  by  our  deftru^ion.’V 
But  leafi  Mr  S.  fliould  objedt  to  the  atl«

With  refi>edl  to  the  invafion  of  Cana-‘ 
da,  Mr  S.  lays,  “  Jt  behoved  the  pro- 
‘  \incials  to  have  made  it  appear  etd- 
‘  dently  to  tlic  world,  that  a  fohemc 
‘  was  in  agitation  for  gen.Carleton  to

‘  ted  fuch  an  invafion,”  but  does  not 
condefeend  to  point  out  what  methods 
they  Ihould  have  taken  to  make  that  ap-. 
pear, — whether  they  ftiould  have  w'aitcd^ 
’liM  tliey  had  got  a  copy  of  gen.  Carle* 
ton's  inttrudlions  to  have  tianfinittedfor 
the  perufal  of  Mr  S.  and  others  whom  it* 
might  concern,  or  'till  he  had  adlually' 
invadcxl  their  frontiers  with  an  army  of 
Canadian  Papifts  and  Indian  favages;  V 
either  of  ihefe  methods  might  indeed 
have  been  a  convincing  proof  of  the  evil 
tielipus  of  their  enemies;  but  to  have* 
wailed  for  them  would  have  been  no 
lien  of  their  own  political  lagacity  or 
forefight.  From  the  accounts,  how-' 
ever,  that  we  have  had  in  the  public  pa¬ 
pers,  I  think  it  appears  fufficiently  evi¬ 
dent,  that  it  was  “  the  magical  powers 
of  perfaafion”  only  that  were  wanting 
to  gen.  Carleton,  and  not  the  inclina¬ 
tion  or  txiwers  from  .admir.ittration  to 
prcv.iil  upon  the  Canadians  and  Indians, 
not  only  to  defend  Canada,  but  alfo  to 
invade  New- England, — wiinefs  the  ac¬ 
counts  publifiieel  in  all  our  papers  of  his 
treaty  with  the  Indians  at  Montreal  to 
take  up  the  war-hatchet  againft  the  co¬ 
lonies,  and  the  memorable  anfwcr  made 
by  the  Sachems,  “  that  the  handle  was 
rotten,”  the  plain  Engliih  of  which  was, 
that,  in  their  opinion,  the  caufe  was  too 
had  for  an  honeft  favage  to  engage  in.

On  Supreme  Legislation. 

The  fupretne  legiflation  of  Great  Bii- 
tain  over  her  colonies  Teems  to  be 
a  favourite  mode  of  cxprciKon,  at  pre¬ 
fent  adopted,  and  often  repeated  by 
all  our  w  l  iters  and  fpeakers  in  fupport 
of  parliamentary  mcafurcs  againd  Ame¬ 
rica  ;  and  I  fliould  have  no  objection  to 
any  form  of  fpecch,  provided  it  were 
properly  underftood,  and  one  idea  were 
not  artificially  dipt  into  the  place  of  an¬ 
other.  This,  I  fufpe^t,  is  the  fallacy  in 
the  prefent  queflion.  It  hath  a  look  by 
no  means  friendly  to  monarchy. to  deny 
the  fupreme  legiflation  of  Great  Britain' 
over  all  her  undoubted  fubjedts ;  be- 
caufe,  in  the  old-fafhioned  and  common 
figiiificatiun  of  this  phrafe,  it  was  alwaya 
taken  to  import,  and  only  to  import, 
the  higheft  legal  authority ;  that  w,  in 
other  words,  the  conftitutional  authori¬ 
ty  of  parliament :  but,  whoever  attends 
to  the  new  apolication  of  this  expreflion, 
mud,.  I  fliould  think,  be  convinced  that 
hereby  is  meant  an  abfolutc  parliamen¬ 
tary  dominion  ;  for,  if.  this  it  not  the 
very  idea  implied  in  the  fupreme  legifla¬ 
tion  contended  for,  why  (hould  America 
be  reprefcnlcd  as  the  object  of  fupreme 
legiflation  i^n  a  footing  totally  diffe¬ 
rent  from  Great  Britain  ?  Why  fliould 
the  mere  determinations  of  parliament

either  formed,  or  acknowledged  and  re» 
cognized,  by  a  free  people  $  fo  that  eve¬

Ak  Inquiry  into  the  Nature  and  Caufes  of 
ii.r  lyta'th  of  Nations*  By  Adam 
SMiTts  LL.  D.  and  F.  R.  S.  Formerly 
Picft'jfr  of  Moral  Phil^opky  in  tise  Uni- 
I'crjity  of  GhlfgOW.  [^P.  85.  J 

AS  to  the  principle  which  gave  rife 
to  the  vHvirion  of  labour,  011  which 
ti  c  wc.iltli  of  nations  depends,  this  wri- 
i«  r  tolls  us,  “  it  is  not  originally  the  ef¬ 
fects  I'f  any  human  wifdoni,  which  fore- 
fits  aiul  intends  that  general  opulence 
to  whicli  it  gives  occalion.  It  is  (fays 
lu  I  t!ie  ncccfi'ary,  though  flow  and  gra- 
ciwal  confcijiiencc  of  a  certain  propcnfity 
in  human  nature  to  truck,  barter  and 
exchange  one  thing  for  another.**  A 
kind  ol  coyyimercial  fentimenty  if  wc  may 
call  it ;  fo  that  it  fhould  feem  men 
mult  not  only  be  born  ports  and  mora- 
l:,'hy  but  mereijonts  and  tradefmen*  Ex¬ 
cept,  indeed,  that  our  author  admits 
this  propcnfity  to  be  “common  to  all 
men,’*  and  hints  at  the  probability,  that 
it  is  not  one  of  thofe  original  projK’nfi- 
tics  in  human  nature,  of  which  no  far¬ 
ther  account  can  be  given,  but  is  rather 
the  necctfary  confequence  of  the  facul¬ 
ties  of  rcafoii  and  fpcech.  Of  this  prin¬ 
ciple,  however,  the  author  |)roceedR  no 
farther  to  inquire  than  into  its  manifold 
political  effe^s.  Among  thtfe  clfeds  he 
reckons  the  apparent  tliffcrcncc  of  natu¬ 
ral  talents  in  diiferent  men.  * 

“  I'hc  difference  of  natural  talents  in 
different  men  it,  in  reality,  much  left 
than  wc  arc  aware  of ;  and  the  very  dif¬ 
ferent  genius  which  appears  to.  diitifl* 


guifh  men  of  different  pro&rfiidns,  when 
gruwm  up  to  maturity,  is  not>  upon  ma¬ 
ny  occafions,  ib  much  the  caufe  as  the 
etted  of  the  divifion  of  labour.  The 
difference  between  the  moft  diflimtlar 
chat  aiders,  between  a  philofophcr  and  a 
commoiv  ftreet  porter,  for  example^ 
feems  to  arife  not  fo  much  from  nature^ 
as  from  habit,  cullom  aiuI  education. 
When  they  came  into  the  world,  and 
for  the  firft  fix  or  eight  years  of  their 
cxiftcnce,  they  ^%'erc  perhaps  very  much 
alike,  and  neither  their  parents  nor 
play-fellows  could  perceive  any  re¬ 
markable  difference.  About  that  age, 
or  foon  after,  they  come  to  be  employ¬ 
ed  in  very  different  occupations..  The 
difference  of  talents  comes  then  to  be 
taken  notice  of,  and  widens  by.  degrees, 
till  at  laA.  the  vanity  of  the  philofophcr. 
is  w’illing  to  acknowledge  fcarce  any  rc- 
fcmblance  :  but,  without  the  difpofition 
to  truck,  barter  and  exchange,  every 
man  muff  have  procured  to  himfelf  eve¬ 
ry  neceflary  and  convcnicncy  of  life 
w'hich  he  wanted.  All  muff  have  had 
the  fimc-  duties  to  perform,  and  the 
fame  work  to  do  ;  ana  there  could  have 
been  no  fuch  difference  of  employment 
as  could  atone  give  occafion  to  any  great 
difference  of  talents.*’ 

A  mortifying  refledlion  this  to  the' 
towering  pndc  of  men  of  genius,  fome 
of  whom  will  probably  difpute  the  point 
with  ourtbeorift,  which  we  have  neither 
time  nor  inclination  to  do ! 

In  Book  II.  our  political  inquirer 
treats  of  the  nature,  acciimutatioo  and 
employment  of  flock,  in  which,  as  there 
is  fomc  novelty  as  wcU  at  gf cat  tnopricty,  > 
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>vr  I'hall  fxtraft  part  of  the  introduftion 
to  the  rubject. 

“  In  that  rude  date  of  focicty,  in 
which  there  is  no  divifion  of  labour,  in 
which  exchanges  arc  fcldom  made, ‘and 
in  which  every  man  provides  every  thing 
for  himl'clf,  it  is  not  nccefl'ary  that  any 
Itoi  k  Ihould  be  accumulated,  or  Itored 
tip  before- hand,  in  order  to"  carry  on 
the  Imniicfs  of  the  focnety.  Every  man 
endeavours  to  fupply,  by  his  own  induf- 
try,  his  own  occafmnal  wants  as  they 
occur.  When  he  is  hungry,  he  goes  to 
the  fureA  to  hunt  :  when  his  coat  is 
worn  out,  he  cloaths  himfelt  with  the 
Iki'f  of  the  tirll  large  anliual  he  kills  ; 
and  when  his  hut  begins  to  go  to  ruin, 
l  e  repairs  it,  ;is  well  as  he  caii,  with  the 
Trees  and  the  turf  that  arc  neared  it. 

“  but  when  the  lli^i^lo^  of  labour  has 
once  been  thoioi.ghly  introduced,  the 
f.rotluee  of  a  ni.m’s  n  labour  can  fup¬ 
ply  but  a  very  linall  part  of  his  occa- 
hoTL'tl  w.ints.  'rhe  far  greater  part  of 
them  are  fupplicd  by  the  protluee  of 
other  men’s  labour,  which  he  purchafe« 
with  tl.c  pri>diJcc,  or,  what  is  the  fame 
thing,  wiiJj  the  price  of  the  produce  of 
his  own:  birt  this  purchafe  cannot  be 
riade  til!  fuch  lime  as  the  prt^lucc  of 
bis  own  l.iKuir  lias  not  only  been  com- 
pVated,  but  fold.  A  ftoi  k  of  goods  of 
(iifl'rreiU  kinds,  iherffoie,  mud  be  do- 
»m1  up  n>irrwliere  luHieient  to  maintain 
I  mi,  and  to  fupjilv  him  wdh  the  mate- 
1  'als  .and  tt'ols  ot  his  n  ork ,  lill  fuch  time 
.*.!  lertl  a<  both  tin  fe  events  can  he 
brought  ,il>(tut.  A  weaver  cannot  apply 
hindclf  intiiely  to  biK  pa  iiliar  bufinefs, 
uiilcf-  there  is  betnre-hand  dored  up 
foTnewhrre,  either  in  his  own  jvoflldion. 
Of  in  that  of  lome  (Uhn  perfon,  a  d(Kk 
fuf.icir  nt  to  maintain  him,  and  to  fupply 
bun  with  the  inatcriaU  and  tools  of  his 
wGik.  till  he  has  not  only  complrated, 
but  fold  his  web.  'This  accumulation 
mud  evid.entlv  l»r  previous  to  his  apply¬ 
ing  bl»  indullry  tor  Iti  long  a  lime  to 
fuch  .a  peculiar  bulau  fc.

reduced  to  a  greater  degree  of  fiinpliciti^' 
a  variety  of  new  machines  come  to  it 
invented  for  facilitating  and  abridring 
thofe  operations.  As  the  divUioaof  la* 
hour  advances,  therefore,  in  order  to 
give  condant  employment  to  an  equal 
number  of  woikmcn,  an  equal  dock  of 
provilions,  and  a  greater  fVbck  of  mate* 
rials  and  tools  than  tl^at  which  would 
have  been  nccclfary  in  a  ruder  date  of 
tilings,  mud  be  accumulated  before¬ 
hand.  But  the  number  of  workmen,  in 
every  branch  of  bufinefA,  generally 
crcaies  with  the  divifion  of  labour. in 
that  branch,  or  rather  it  is  the  iiK'reafe 
of  their  number  w'hich  enables  them  to 
clafs  and  fubdivide  theml'clves-in  this 
manner. 

“  As  the  accumulation  of  dt>ck  •• 
prcvioufly  necelfary  for  canying  on  this 
great  improvement  in  tlic  productive 
powers  of  labour,  fo  that  accumulation 
naturally  leails  to  this  improvement.', 
The  perfon  who  employs  his  dock -in 
maintaining  labour,  neccITarily  wiihes  to 
employ  it  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  pro¬ 
duce  as  great  a  quantity  of  work  as  pof- 
lible.  He  endeavours,  therefore,  both 
to  make  among  his  w'orkmcn  the  mod 
proper  iliilribution  of  employment,  and 
to  furnilh  them  with  the  IkA  macbinci 
which  lie  can  cither  invent  or  afford  to 
purchafe.  His  abilities  in  both  thefc  re* 
fpeCts  arc  generally  in  proportion  to  the 
extent  of  his  Amk,  or  to  the  number  of 
people  w  hom  it  can  employ.The  quantity 
of  indndry,  therefore,  not  only  incrcafes 
in  e\'ery  country  with  the  increafe  of  the 
ItiKk  w  liich  employs  it,  but,  in  confe- 
f|ucnce  of  that  increafe,  the  fame  quan¬ 
tity  of  indudry  produces  a  much  greater 
quantity  of  work.** 

In  Book  HI.  the  author  treats  of  the 
difl'crtnt  progTcfs  of  opulence  in  diffe¬ 
rent  nations. — Its  fimplc  and  natural 
progrofs  he  traces  as  follow'S. 

“  The  great  commerce  4>f  every  civ i- 
lixcd  focicty  is  that  carried  on  brtween 
the  inhabit.ints  of  the  town  amt  tbofc  of 
tlie  ci)im»r\'.

GERMANY. 

April  6. 

A  CCORDI NG  to  letters  from  Bre- 
mcr  Lehe,  the  firft  brigade  of 
HciVian  troops,  which  embarked  on 
board  the  tianfports  the  ft5lh  ult.  had 
not  let  tail.  Gen.  Faucit  had  given  or¬ 
ders  for  failing,  btit  gen.

FRANCE. 

Parisy  March  17.  “  The  aid  of  this 
month,  about  two  o'clock  in  the  mor¬ 
ning,  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  village  of 
Poulainville,  a  mile  from  Amiens,  and 
ledtieed  to  alhes  thirty-fix  houfes  inha¬ 
bited  by  fixty  families.
